WHEN COOKING FISH. 


T 


HIS being the. season when fish 


appears on most bills of fare 


- with frequency, It may be useful 


to linvo a general Idea of how tbo 
average fish may be prepared. 
.The , abundance and cheapness of 
certain kinds commend Osh for use In 
this season of high prices. 


They are available In places remote 


from the ocean, for where sea flsh are 
not to be had there are fresh fish and 
canned ones. In most towns of any 
considerable size even sea flsh may 
be bought, thanks to the efficiency of 
the refrigerator car. . 


When Making Chowder. 


For flsh cbowdOK fresh flsh are need- 


ed. .Cod. haddock or lake flsh may be 
used. The following Is a good general 
recipe for chowder: 


Fish Chowder With Itlce.-U is es- 


sential that the flsh should first be 
cleaiied and washed. Iben cut Into 
slices about an inch Iblck. Tut a lay- 
er of thin sllCQf "f salt fat pork In the 
bottom of a-deep'kettle. .'Then cover 
these with very Ihln slices ot Irlsn 
potatoes. 
Add n layer ot the fish, 


seasoned well with salt and pepper. 
• 


Sprinkle a little miuced onion over 


the (tab. 
Add a layer of cold boiled 


rice. Iheu tlilu slices of dry bread, 
wllh salt, pepper and bits of butter. 


Use another layer of pork, potatoes, 


and repeat with flsh. rice, bread and 
seasoning. 
Add a pint of hot water. 


Cover the kctllo closely, and let the 
contents simmer gently for half an 
hour. 
Remove the cover, add a pint 


of hot cream or rich milk and serve. 
The cream or milk may be omitted If 
desired.

CONVENIENT dessert for Unking 


day is a pudding that can lie 
slipped Into the oven and brown- 


ed vfhile Ibei baking; Is fining ok 


Of the 'baked puddings 'bread pud- 


ding Is the best known and Is perhaps 
the most popular if we except cottage. 


Bread puddings are served under 


various names, depending on their lla- 
vor. 


A Plain Dessert. 


Bread Pudding.—Here is :i simple 


recipe for bread pudding. 
Bpnt two 


eggs slightly and add In Ihem a hiilf 
cupful of granulated sugar. Stir in :i 
quart of scalded milk, a quarter uf n 
tcnspoonful of salt, a dash of spice 
and then grated breadcrumbs from 
which the crust has been, removed. 
Place In.a buttered dish and bnke until 
a knife inserted in the pudding comes 
out clean. 
, A fruit pudding may be made by add- 
iug a.cupful of mixed currants, raisins 
and citron to the mixture before bak- 
ing. 


The bread or fruit pudding may be 


further varied Iiy putting.only the 
yolks of the eggs Into the pudding and 
beating the .whites stiff with two and 
aihalf tablespoonfuls of powdered sug- 
an. and. spreading this over the top 
when it is almost done, then returning 
it. to the oven until it is n delicate 
brown.- 


Crumb Pudding.—Soak half of a 


small baker's loaf In three cupfuls of 
milk for'an hour. Mash and add an- 
other c.upful of milk in which Is stirred 
the yolks of four, eggs and one-half 
cupful of sugar. Add four tablespoon- 
fills of melted butter, one-half cupful 
ot shredded citron and one cupfulof 
stoned raisins. Stir In at the very last 
the stiffly beaten-whites,of, four eggs. 
: Have a moldiWlth a central tube 
well buttered. Sprinkle wilh fine bread- 
crumbs. 
Pour the pudding Into the
